EQUITY CAMPAIGNERS HAVING LIVELY BATTLE 


Independents Brand Statements Issued by Regulars and Published Last Week As False and Mislead- 
ing—Despite This Regulars Repeat Actors Mentioned Did Withdraw Support From Lackaye— 
Regulars Allege Fake Ballot Sent Out by Independents — Independents File Protest 
Against Emerson’s Nomination—Emerson Accepts Lackaye’s Challenge to Debate 


New York, May 17.—Loud cries of in- 
dignation and strenuous denials were 
heard all over the theatrical district 
last week after the publication of 
names of actors who were said by the 
Emerson Campaign Committee to have 
withdrawn their names from support 
of Wilton Lackaye for president of the 
Actors’ Equity Association. 

William J. Kelly, chairman of the 
Lackaye Campaign Committee, was 
very indignant. He said “that when 
the Lackaye petitions were circulated 
that the endorsers were told before- 
hand that there were four candidates 
in the field, John Cope, John Emersen, 
Berton Churchill and Wilton Lackaye: 
that they were fully informed of this, 
and those who signed the endorsements 
did so willingly and with a full knowl- 
edge of what they were doing.” He 
pointed out “that on the Emerson 


clique’s own confession it had de- 
cided that the Nominating Committee 
Was to nominate Emerson, and was 
able to swing this because the commit- 
tee was handpicked and amenable to 
the wishes of Emerson and his crcwd.” 
Kelly said that only twelve letters of 
withdrawal had been received by his 
committee from the hundreds who 
signed Lackaye’s endorsement, and 
added that these dozen were in the 
shape of identical letters, without date 
or address. “In fact,” he said, “one 
envelope contained four of them, all 
alike. It is clear to me that it is all 
part of an underhand political scheme 
to try and defeat the will of the great 
majority of thinking actors.” 

Mr. Kelly pointed out that the state- 
ment of the Emerson Campaign Com- 
mittee was signed by Frank Bacon as 
chairman, when, as a matter of fact, all

Chicago, May 17.—Perhaps the 
Most sensational chapter in the rap- 
idly shifting history of the Actors’ 
Equity Association since the winning 
of the strike last year was the opening 
today of a complete booking office by 
the Chicago Equity Association in the 
association rooms, 1032-33 Masonic 
Temple, with Errett Bigelow in charge 
of the booking. 


This revolutionary step, a step by 
the way that overturns century old 
traditions in the show world, is the 
Product and mental offspring of J. 
Marcus Keyes, the militant and re- 
sourceful head of the Chicago Equity 
Association. ‘Mr. Keyes announced 
his plans Monday, May 10, and The 
Killboard representative in Chicago 
‘\urried the story ‘by wire to The Bill- 
board headquarters in Cincinnati a 
few fatal moments after the last 
forms had closed for the current issue. 

Mr. Bigelow, known to performers 
as “tnele Dudley,” will have as his 

stant Mrs. Lois Bonner, owner of 


Bonner’s Booking Bureau, and af- 
fectionately known to stagecrafters 
as “Mother” Bonner. The booking 
department, which will, of course, be 
under the personal supervision of Mr. 
Keyes, will be known as The Act- 
ors’ Equity Association Employment 
Bureau, with Mr. Bigelow as general 
manager in full charge of the book- 
ing operations. Iteis the opinion of 
actors generally that a better selection 
than Mr Bigelow for a post of this 
magnitude could not have been made. 
As actor, manager and booking agent 
for more than twenty-five years he 
brings into the new department a vast 
fund of technical knowledge and a 
most extensive acquaintance’ with 
actors the country over. With the ac- 
ceptance by Mr. Bigelow and Mrs. 
Bonner of their new positions there 
passes automatically out of existence 
two old and_= established booking 
agencies, the Bigelow Theatrical 
Agency and Bonner’s Booking Ex- 
change, the patronage of both pass-

communications he has received, both 
before and since, he said, have been 
signed by Jack Devereux as chairman. 

Mr. Kelly further said: “In the names 
published of Emersog supporters were 
scabs, authors and managerial ad- 
herents. Emerson is welcome to this 
kind of support, but my candidate is 
perfectly content with his endorsement 
by the rank and file of the profession, 
who had presented abundant evidence 
that they wanted an actor as the head 
of an actor’s organization, and not a 
man who had been out of touch with 
the stage and its problems for many 
years.” 

Many inquiries were heard on all 
sides from actors who wanted to know 
who the real chairman of the Emerson 
Campaign Committee was, and many 
said that the methods practiced in this 
ease were typical of all the methods 
used by Emerson and his crowd. It 
was said that the use of full-page ad- 
vertisements and statements was typi- 
cal of the moving picture method of 
putting a bad film over on the ex- 
hibitors. 

Lackaye adherents say “there are 
strange rumors of a $5,000 ‘slush fund,’ 
that money is being spent like water 
by the Emerson crowd, and want ty 
know why the unpaid position of Pres- 
ident of Equity is so attractive to a 
moving picture director.” They point 
out “that the motion picture industry 
has made determined efforts to buy out 
the legitimate stage, and suggest that 
a clue may be had in this.” 

Francis Merlin, publicity director for 
the Lackaye Campaign Committee, 
said: “The latest attempt to secure the 
election of Emerson is a notice sent out 
by Equity with the connivance of the 
Emerson clique. It is an attempt to 
disfranchise and take away the vote 
from thousands of good Equity mem- 
bers, for if a memiber can't vote he 
can’t attend the’ general meeting. 
Therefore he can’t inquire what is be- 
ing done with his money. I wish to 
state that on the best legal authority 
and all notices notwithstanding that 
every member who has paid dues to 
May 1 can vote in the forthcoming 
election. It is low politics and typical 
of the worst Tammany practice to try 
to disfranchise voters. If any vote is 
refused to any paidup member on May 
1 instant legal proceedings will be in- 
stituted.” 

“We are fighting for Equity and its 
members,” continued Mr. Merlin, “and 
not for any clique. Perhaps the mem- 
bers do not know that Equity is being 
run not by elected officers, but by 
Emerson and two paid employees, who 
select all committees and are responsi- 


ble for all the failures of the adminis- 
tration since the strike. 

“Wilton Lackays did not plot or con- 
spire to get the nomination, yet Mr. 
Emerson admits that it was settled 
that he was to get it months ago. On 
the so-called Nominating Committee 
were three people who were employed 
by him in pictures. Emerson is an em- 
ployer and nothing else. He admits 
that he has not been an actor for five 
years, and before that was a stage 
manager for Frohman. Why does he 
want to be president of Equity? What 
influences are at the back of it? 

“The statement in last week’s Bill- 
board about the withdrawal of names 
endorsing Lackaye is a lie. The names 
were not withdrawn, and [ can tell you 
that many of the Lackaye supporters 
are disgusted at having their names 
appear on the same page as the Emer-

Hamlet's father, 
wandering about the battlements at Elsinore, 
esn't seem so funny, but a female spook me- 
indering about a villa in the suburbs strikes 
some of the audiences as being more comic than 
therwise. At least it did the night this re- 
viewer saw “‘All Souls’ Eve.”’ 

The two principal parts are in the hands of 
Lola Fisher and Cyril Keightley. Miss Fisher 
played alternately the parts of mother, spirit

Clifford Dempsey gave a good characterization

coughed while sick and romped when well, 
naturally, from a stage standpoint, effectively 
and without a trace of self-consciouness. 

Eleanor Hutchinson, Walter Kingsford, John 
Thorn and Manabotho had smaller roles, in 
which they gave a very good account of them- 
selves, 

Tt has been said the ‘‘All Souls’ Eve” 
produced with at least one eye on its ‘‘movie” 
possibilities, The screen would seem to be a 
better place for it than the stage. As a play 
it is not convincing, and what entertainment 
there is in it is furnished by the fine acting of 
the cast.—GORDON WITYTE.

Emily Stevens, who outvamped Miss Bara in

clever Stephanie. Her youthfulness makes it 
rather difficult to think of her as a grand- 
mother, but nowadays grandmothers look and 
dress more like ingenues eanyway.

TAYLOR HOLMES 


Gives Reasons for His Return 
From Screen to the Spoken 
Drama 


“I am returning to the spoken drama with 
the idea of continuing, for the most part, in 
that form of expression,” said Mr. Taylor 
‘Holmes when seen at the studio of the Eltinge 
Theater Building. 

“Ever since my appearance in 
Bean,’ three years ago, I have been 
the stage, except for hospital and war work 
I have been in pictures, and now have my 
own organization. I left the stage to go into 
pictures the small town Manager re- 
sented the coming in of a production—it in- 
terfered with his picture clientele. 

“On the stage the human yoice, thru attune- 
ment and modulation, has a certain effect on 
an audience which bears the same value to an 
actor that a closeup does to a motion picture, 
and in order to keep both fields’ thoroly de- 
veloped, to be broad in both, is the reason I 
accepted the offer from Mr. Woods to return to 
the stage, for one art will help the other. I 
know of motion picture actors whose smugness 
with their success in pictures has caused them 
to lose the angle which they formerly had in 
the use of their voices. While the types of 
acting on the screen and stage are totally dif- 
ferent in character, both are drama, and the 
difference is in the angle of the attack. 


“An effort to portray acting thoroly on the 
screen has only come with the last few years. 
Formerly an actor walked thru the scenes with 
the help of the company. He was only re- 
quested to indicate the general trend of the 
action; now he’s expected to convey his thought 
by actual expression. You can’t go on and 
look blank any more. To portray hate is to 
really feel it as mearly as possible and try to 
contro] it, you only help the camera to a better 
to portray love or any strong emotion, if yon 
really make yourself. feel a tender love and 
control it, you only help the camera to a better 
expression of your emotion.

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$10,000 LOSS 
Suffered by Roberson Show 


New Canvas and Properties Are 
Swept by Fire at Manito, Ill. 
—Roberson Is Buying 
New Equipment 


Manito, Ill., May 14.—The lot occupied by 
the George C. Roberson Players was the scene 
of much excitement Tuesday immediately after 
noon when @ fire under the new big canvas top 
broke out, destroying the entire show, which 
was newly equipped im every detail, The origin 
of the fire is unknown.

In the 
meantime the company is packing the local 
opera house, for the entire town is seemingly

Entry Into Vaudeville Field Probably Will Be 
Made Next Fall—Loew Reiterates Statement 
That He May Enter Two-a-Day to Protect 
Interests—Many Rumors Current 


New York, May 17.—When the Shuberts en- 
ter vaudeville next season they will book acts 
without charging commission, The Billboard is 
relishly informed. It jis unlikely that they will 
start before uext season, as they don’t want 
to tempt the fates during the hot weather. 

Marcus Loew repeated last week to the New 
York papers the interview The @illboard had 
with bim some weeks ago. He declares firm- 
ly that he will go inte big time if the Keith 
or Orpheum people attempt an invasion of the 
emeli-time field. 

It appears to be true that the Moss Circuit 
has been purchased by the «Keith crowd, tho 
not at the figure of two millions. 

“Khoutes are being delivered and accepted, 
apd the United Booking Offices have been rout- 
ing next season's act# for the past six or seven 
week«,’’ said a prominent Keith agent to The 
Billboard reporter. “Then why,” be argued, 
“shouldn't the Shuberts, if they are serious in 
their vaudeville intentions, announce such in- 
tentions at once?’ The agent’s contention is 
that accredited acts are not going to wait until 
the middle of summer before they make ar- 
Tangements for next seasou, and if the Shu- 
berts are going to get into the vandeville ficld 
they would very likely prepare for such an 
event and start beoking acts. The Shudert 
shows have not been paying well, argues this 
agent, and this is a very good reason why 
they might decide, as Teports state, to switch 
their activities to the variety field, but on the 
otber hand this gentleman can’t see where an 
organization outside of the U. B, 0. wonld 
prosper, as he claims the Keith people have 
educated vaudeville andiences to Keith vande- 
ville the same as Ziegfeld hag educated people 
as to just what to expect of Ziegfeld revues. 

This agent scoffs at the report published Sat- 
urday that the ®, F, Keith interests have 
bought a half interest in the seventeen B. 8S.

All of the amendments were objected to and 
fought out on the floor in what sometimes 
amounted to a heated discussion.

The.dirst time ne rose he was re- 
ceived withont much demonstration, but in an 
eloquent speech, which he delivered on the 
question of delegation of power, he moved 
that the whole question be laid on the table, 
and it was carried.

Everybody is so enthusiastic over the extraordinary performance 
given last Sunday night at the Metropolitan Opera House by the 
“Equity” that it is impossible to overestimate the tremendous good 
that it has done to the Association. As one newspaper put it: “It was 
not a constellation of stars, it was an entire firmament,” and the per- 
fect smoothness of the performance in every detail was commented on 
by everyone. It is impossible in the short space at our disposal to even 
hint at the many excellencies of the performance, but among the most 
gratifying features was the overwhelming reception accorded to Ethel] 
Barrymore. In her speech she said in part:

At eleven o’clock in the morning the “Dress Rehearsal” was given, 
to which all Equity members in good standing were invited. A packed 
house was the result, and the audience was brought to its feet, cheer- 
ing, again and again. 

One of the most stirring features was the Equity Anthem, sung by 
Blanche Ring and a dozen stars, in which at the morning performance 
the entire audience joined. 

While a very large sum was taken in, with the usual generosity of 
actors, no expense was spared to give the audience its money’s worth 
ten-fold, and on all sides words of praise were heard for the wonderful 
costumes, lights, ete., which for sheer beauty have never been sur- 
passed. The performance and the marvelous gathering of stage people 
taking part has never been approached in the history of the theater. 

Not one ‘disanointment” hanvcnsd. Miss Wilda Bennett, whose 
eyes had been badly burned the day before in a film studio, insisted on 
appearing and dancing, altho she had to wear colored glasses, which, by 
the way, dressed as she was in Pierrette costume, in no wise detracted 
from the charm of her appearance. Another had a badly splintered 
knee and wes literally unable to walk, but sh* changel her dance, 
substituting danee steps for walking steps, and with extraordinary 
pluck insisted on carrying out her share of the program.

To turn to a less pleasant subject, some time ago, in the West, Miss 
Edna Goodrich’s Company was billed to play in a certain town—the 
theater was not heated and the manager explained that, owing to the 
shortage of coal, this could not be remedied. The weather was very 
cold, and Miss Goodrich, fearing the risk of a performance being given 
under such circumstances, dismissed the audience. One-eighth of a 
week’s salary was deducted from the members of the company, but 
inasmuch as they were made up and ready to go on with the show, 
when they appealed to Equity the Association decided that the com- 
pany was entitled to a full week’s salary. The matter was brought to 
arbitration, thereby being taken out of the hands of the Association, as 
the decision of the court of arbitration is necessarily final. It should 
be clearly understood that Miss Goodrich and her managers are not 
members of the P. M. A. These are the facts of the case. Singularly 
at variance with the following paragraph, which has been sent typewrit- 
ten broadcast. It was signed “Hollingsworth.” but Mr. Hollingsworth is 
absolutely innocent in the matter, having left the company long before 
the affair happened: 


“Reantiful Edna Goodrich wins decision against three Equity hams, Miss Good- 
rich has the laugh on Equity actors. Performance is called off at 8:40 in Burlington, 
Iowa, December 8, 1919. Actors are dressed and made up to go on, Miss Goodrich 
looks out at front of house and sees nobody in, calls off performance and deducts one- 
eighth of Equity actors’ weekly salary. Her business manager places decision upon call- 
board of theater in Poughkeepsie, N. Y., and calls the stage hands’ attention to the 
decision. Manager gives the Equity hams the ‘ha ha’ and closes the season, eight 
months of one-nighters. Mr. Goldberg, her business manager, boasts of her personal 
friendsh’p in Equity to win decision. The decision is a great triumph for The The- 
atrical Managers’ Protective Association. Miss Goodrich deserves great credit in beat- 
ing the Equity hams in their own Association.”

SALE OF SUBSCRIPTION TICKETS 


For Season at Metropolitan Opera House Sur- 
passes All Previous Records—An Unprece- 
dented Demand For Season Tickets For 
All Symphony Concerts Also Denotes 
Greater Interest in Good Music 


Altho the subecription books for the 1920-’21 
eeason of the Metropolitan Opera Company were 
only opened May 3 every seat in the family 
eirele of the huge opera house was sold before 
May 11. Inquiry by The Billboard reporter at 
the box-office concerning new subscribers brought 
the information that many, many bew names 
appeared on the subscription books, which in- 
dicates a growing interest in grand opera, The 
advance eale has astonished the Metropolitan 
Opera officials, as it bas surpassed all previous 
records. 

This interesting newer led to a desire to know 
whether the same situation existed as concerned 
aymphony concerts, bence a visit was next 
made to each of the business offices of the 
tymphony orchestras and information asked for 
concerning the advance sale of subscriptions. 
At the Philharmonte office in Carnegie Hall its 
representative said: “‘Our past season was un- 
usually successful, and the sale for next year 
is exceptionally heavy. We can give you no 
comparison as to last year’s sale at this time, 
because we bave been too busy to compare the 
Ggures. Altho we have not sent circulars s0- 
liciting new subscribers, in fact have made no 
effort to add new patrons to our list, except 
to advertise in the programs, we have added @ 
large number of new subscribers to our books. 
We anticipate an exceptional season,”’ 

A call upon 6, E, MacMillan, business mana- 
get of the National Sympbony Orchestra, found 
Bim enthusiastic concerning the 1920-’21 sea- 
gon, Wor the first series of concerts to be given 
by the National Symphony every subscription 
ticket is sold, and for the second series there 
are very few subscription tickets still unsold. 
Mr. MacMillan stated that scarcely were the 
circulars mailed announcing that sixty concerts 
were to be given next eeason until orders for 
season tickets began to pour in, and at the end 
of the Gret week the payments on subscriptions 
equaled almost half the total amount received 
@er all subscriptions last season. 


The New York Symphony was not quite ready 
to make a statement as to its subscription 
gale, inasmuch as its circulars were mailed 
only a week ago. The reporter, however, was 
told that even in this brief space of time the 
Tesponse has been heavier than in previous years. 
When queried as to new subscribers the re- 
porter wae to'd that the number received was 
greater than ever before. 


Some may say this increased patronage of the 
opera and symphony concerts is because people 
have more money to spend. True enough in a 
certain measure, but it isn’t the high priced 
seats which sell out first, it is the less cortly 
seats, and we believe this unprecedented sale, 
far in advance of the opening of the season, 
denotes new interest on the part of the public 
ia music—wmusic of the very best. 


This keener interest results, we firmly believe, 
as the fruit of the continued effort, for the past 
@everal years, to offer at the Rialto, Rivoli and 
Strand musie of the better grade. It has been 
developed thru the giving of concerts under the 
auspices of the American Art Educational §So- 
ciety at Hunter College, DeWitt and Clinton 
High Schools, and to the excellent Globe con- 
certs given under the direction of Charles Isaac- 
son, which in a brief space of three years have 
been attended by two million people. That mn- 
sic should have an important place in our ev- 
eryday life was most definitely realized during 
the period of the war, and the fact that we 
did learn this thoroly has also added impetus to 
a desire to hear more and better music. 


Not only in New York City is this new mnu- 
sical interest noticeable. Chicago has made 
great progress. As evidence there are the two 
eplendid concerts by the Students’ Orchestra, 
sponsored by the Civie Music Association, which 
amply demonstrated an abundance of native tal- 
ent will be available if young musicians are 
given an opportunity to broaden their studies.

Costs Lives of Burlesquers 


Charles M. Baker, Producer, 
Killed Outright, and Mrs. 
Rube Bernstein Dies 
of Injuries

(New York, May 15.—Mrs. Rube Bernstein 
(May Ellis), wife of the well-known burlesque 
producer, died in the City Hospital at Auburn, 
N, Y., Thursday morning from injuries re- 
ceived in an automobile accident May 9. The 
remains were brought to this city for burial 
from the Cathedral at Fifty-first and Fifth 
avenue, where high mass was held this morning 
at ten o'clock. 

As told in the last issue of The Billboard, 
Mr. and Mrs, Bernstein and Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Baker were on an auto tour, and, while 
motoring along Grant avenue, about three miles 
east of Auburn, Mr, Bernstein turned out to 
pass a heavily laden tiuck, when an auto 
coming from behind crashed into the Bernstein 
machine, piling up all three cars. Mr, Baker 
was killed outright, receiving a compound 
fracture of the skull, several fractured ribs 
and jnterna] injuries. Mrs. Bernstein was 
injured internally. The other two escaped 
with minor injuries, 

Other autoists picked up the party anda 
rushed them to the City Hospital, where they 
were cared for,

Winning Factor in Singing of 
Musical Comedy Stars at 
Equity Benefit 


One of the many unique features of the Equity 
®eneit that was presented recently at the Metro 
politan Opera House wae the introduction of sev- 
eral musical comedy eters in a little skit called 
“Apres Vous." All the participants save Wil- 
ton Lackaye were women, and Mr. Lackaye’s 
part war limited to bringing the firet character 
on & la Svengali Then the ladies introduced 
@ach other and sang. There were elght singers, 
@né with the exception of Blanche King all sang 
@ ng success from a musical show with which 
they bad been Mentifed. 

The eight who sang were Tessa Kosta, Chris- 
tie MacDonald, Vivienne Segal, Irene Bordoni, 
Jrene Franklin, Blanche Ring, Adele Rowland 
and Peggy Wood, and they afforded a splendid 
chance for comparison of their methods, 

Irene Franklin, who alternates between vande- 
ville and musical comedy, sang ‘Redhead,’ 
Without a great voice, but one which pleases 
by its quaint, plaintive timbre, she depends on 
persooslity, very clear diction and clever lyrics 
to put a song over. 

In direct contrast to Miss Franklin is Tessa 
Kosta, who esncceeds by the sheer beauty of 
ber voice. In the big «paces of the Metropoli- 
tan, the words of her song were not under- 
standable, but her voice is the equal of many 
of the artists beard in the bouse during the 
regular reason. 

Christie MacDonald sang ‘‘Day Dreams” from 
“The Spring Maid.”’ She won her audience by 
personality rather than voice. And, incidental- 
ly, what a beautiful little number ‘‘Day Dreame’’ 
is. 

Adele Rowland used the chorus of “Pack 
Up Your Troubles ijn Your Old Kit Bag.’* She 
is an expert in singing simple little songs in a 
way that appeals to an audience. With a splen- 
@id sense of rhythm she was earily able to make 
the buge audience sing the chorus with her by 
simply making a gesture of invitation. The 
rhythm was vo inviting that one just had to join 
in. It was a splendid bit of artistry, aided 
by personality. 


Vivienne Segal was another who seems to 
depend on voice alone. She has rather a nega- 
tive personality, but a very good voice. She 
knows how to use it, but unless a voice is 
something phenomenal the musical comedy 
artist must have the aid of other things to 
be truly great. 

Peggy Wood sang “Sweethearts” from ‘*May- 
time.” What a charming artist she is, With 
po extraordinary voice she gets all out of it 
that i# possible, and with ber radiant per 
sonality and crisp diction makes a truly beau- 
tifel thing out of a number like ‘‘Sweetbearts.”” 

Then Irene Bordoni sang “If You Could Care 
for Me,” from “As You Were.” She is all 
personality, With only a little voice, but with 
a sure technique and that magnetic personality 
of hers she fairly makes a song. 

Lastly, there was Blanche Ring. She sang 
the (Equity song, “All for One and One for All.” 
Thies is a ‘Ring’ song. It has the repetitive 
quality that she likes and a decided rhythm. 
Singing as always with splendid attack and the 
clearest of enunciation she made the song 
a living thing. 

All sorts of eingers and all sort of methods, 
but it looked to this writer as tho personality 
won the day, with diction second and voice last, 
Which may or may not be so.

This grew in 
power and broadened in purpose until the chau- 
tauqua movement outgrew its home, took on 
form and purpose never intended by its 
founders, and its founder was, perhaps, 
farthest from being in command of this tre- 
mendous force which he set going. No sadder 
commentary can be made than to state the 


fact that Dr. Vincent was not big enough to 
see past the mere appointment and small honor 
of being a bishop, when by leading the most 
Amevican institution in America he might have 
gained an opportunity for world service and 
undying fame. 

After electing him Bishop the church then 
gave him charge of European work, as he had 
epent his life preaching at Yale, Cornell, Har- 
vard and other colleges, 

The Chautauqua Institute barely missed being 
one of the very greatest educational institu- 
tions In the world. The chautauqua is now a 
sort of loose leaf affair that is growing faster 
a® an amusement enterprise than it is as an 
educational institution, 

As it was the newspapers devoted the major 
portion of the space given to the death of the 
founder of the chautauqua movement to a 
description of his distinguished son, Dr. Geo, 
E., bead of the Rockefeller Foundation, and 
the fact that the Bishop was father of George. 

If we were to write the epitaph for the de- 


ceased we would write this: ‘‘Bishop John 
Heyl Vincent, born 1832—died May 9th, 1920. 
He started the chautanqua movement as an 
adjunct to the Sunday school, and it absorbed 
the camp meeting, popularized the sermon, 
harmonized the singers, put the gospel of 


brotherly love into politics and helped to make 
service a business liberalized the 
church, spiritualized the country store, put play 


beatitude, 


into schools, taught the young the benefit of 
acrobatics and physical culture, the girls how 
to cook and the women how to dress for health, 


pioneered in the field of propaganda, liberalized 
the political thought of our time, cut hate out 
of political discussions and admitted ladies to 
open debates, aided in giving them the right 
to vote, taught the gospel of preventive medi- 
cine, disinfected the stump speakers’ stories, 
appropriated many of the county fairs’ best 
features, grabbed the tent and street parade

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THE ART OF ROBERT EDMOND JONES © 


é¢'JT\ HE working out of an art of the 
theater, which will enable us 
to see and to understand the essence 
of the theatrical, is, I think, the hope 
ahead,” said Robert Edmond Jones, 
the most imaginative, advanced and 
forward-looking of American design- 
ers, When seen at his studio in the 
Bourgeols Galleries, where his beau- 
tiful stage models and designs were 
recently on exhibition. 
Asked to talk about his work in the 
theater, Mr. Jones said: 
“A drama, a writing in words, is 
handed to the scenic artist. It’s a 


“Suppose a playwright knew about 
scenery and costumes and composed 
his manuscript in terms of costumes 
and scenery as well as in words and 
situations, the result would be a the- 
trical effect in its best sense. 

“Such a writer could work out an 
entirely new form. It might have 
something of ballet or of a play, a 
pantomime or something of opera; 
one can’t tell, nobody has tried it. It 
is the hope of the theater that it will 
be tried. 

“Until recently the art of scene 
painting has .been thought to be an 
inferior art to easel painting. I think 
painting of scenery ig the only art of 
painting today that has in it the sur- 
vival of the old tradition of appren- 
ticeship when the whole art was 
learned from the ground up, the mix- 
ing of pigments and everything in 
connection with the work. 

“There are several scene painters 
who. in their leisure moments, do ex- 


traordinary work as technicians in 
competition with the easel painters, 
among whom are Harry Vincent, 


Robert Bergman and T. Gruneger. 

“Suppose you have a group of 
figures on your scene and you want a 
Gainsborough background of foliage. 
A scene painter is besought to in- 
vent it or to make it up. 

“It's a thing as worthy of respect 
as ordinary painting; I want to state 
that scene painting is as noble a 
branch of the painter's art as any 
other kind. The painter who painted 
the stone walls of the tower in ‘Rich- 
ard III.’ is an artist in the finest sense 
of the word. 

“It occurs to me now to speak of 
the thing which is never taken into 
account—the whole mechanical staff 
of a theater. 

“The wealth of ability that goes to 
make up any show given by actors 
(who ave the message bearers and tq 
whose vision and power everything 
else must be subjeeted) drawn upon 
daily is a great factor in the result— 
‘nd its possessors are rarely heard 
of, for it’s the business of workers to 
keep out of the way. 

“I'm not a scene painter. I can 
Paint my own scenery if I need to, 
and I'm proud of it; but I’m not a 
member of the union, so I have most 
extraordinary men to do it for me. 

“It is my privilege to meet only 
hose who are distinguished. I don't, 
fortunately, have to worry over the 
mediocre. I have the best people of 
their kind. My staff of carpenter, 
e'ectrician, property man and scene 
Painters accomplish really wonderful 
things. 

“There is a certain enthusiasm, 2 
pep in the ceaseless labor, character- 
istic of this body of people behind 
1 show. I don’t know any other class 
of workers so enthusiastic as show 
people. There exists among people 
of the theater a current of life, pep 
ind grace, if you feel it that way, 
“hich is truly inspirational. I think 
*'| the machinery is in the theater 
'o make it wonderful despite its pres- 
ent rotten condition. 

“I see an immediate connection 
with life In the theater that is noble

and spiritual, at the same time tense 
and intimate. I don’t brood over its 
problems and have no theories about 
it. I am concerned with my own 
work, which consumes all my time 
and occupies all of my attention. 

“I do think there is an extraordi- 
nary and new attitude of receptivity 
in the theater; people want new 
things. It is significant that crowds 
come here to see my little exhibi- 
tion. Already it is a live thing,” he 
said with a gesture toward his small 
jiluminated stage models, sensitive of 
his artistic feeling in every line, 

“It is curious how, almost suddenly, 
people here have awakened to an in- 
creased respect for and serious in- 
terest in the theater as an art since 
Granville Barker came over in 1914. 
I lock for a flowering in the near fue 
ture. 


or typically French. As Americans 
we should drop copying the art of 
other nations when we are equally 
capable of establishing one of our 
own. 

“In this regard there is a promis- 
ing indication in Maurice Browne’s 
new venture in Seattle, Wash., and 
also in that of Sam Hume, who is 


directing a Greek theater in Cali- 
fornia, 
“Scenery is not merely a _ back- 


ground, not a stage picture, not an 
illustration, not a thing without life, 
painted or built, against which human 
players move. 

“Players move in a setting, not 
against it. It is one living organism 
of a great organism of a drama, and 
it is of primary or secondary impor- 
tance precisely as a playwright 
wishes it.

“You can’t do anything without 
people of whom the theater is always 
a complete reflection. The reason 
there are no playwrights of particu- 
lar distinction is because nobody 
cares anything about the play par- 
ticularly. 

“If enough people wanted a 
Shakespeare, who can tell but that 
they might get one. As long as‘ 
people are satisfied with the ‘Listen 
Lesters’ and ‘Declasses’ (well-enough 
plays) no one will come forward to 
give them better things. 

“If people demanded the higher 
theater you would find wonderful 
things happening. 

“We are only in a fair way now to 
develop an American kind of expres- 
sion and cease following the Euro- 
pean, 

“It has been noted during the last 
war that when the Americans were 
massed together, regardless of faults 
or virtues, they were different. The 
American national temper Is a very 
definite thing of its own which, as 
yet, has never been expressed in art. 

“The more American a thing is the 
more will we like it for its distinctive 
characteristics, just as now we like 
things which are especially English 


“Scenes must fill the eye of the 
audience to that perfect evenness at 
which neither feast nor famine draws 
off its attention; and, for the actor, 
they must help right up to that dizzy 
point just short of where they fall 
over on him and smother him.” 

“Scenes must have one other qual- 
ity,” said Mr. Jones, “if they are to 
do what they must in the theater— 
they must be alive. 

‘There is one thing which you can 
put around an actor, which shall be 
cut precisely to fit him and his 
moods, which he can fill with life—it 
is just plain and simple air.” 

When Mr. Jones made a _ scene 
which lately brought cheers from an 
audience it was a stage entirely filled 
with air which had been held in at 
its outer edge by the blurred gray 
stone of the Tower of London. 


The idea that scenes were made by 
a pruning of the space around them 
came to Mr. Jones with the thought 
that Michael Angelo made his statues 
from a block of marble working from 
the outside in. 

“The final expressive form was the 
result of a continual force applied 
from outside. A face—the ‘char- 
acter’ of a face—may similarly be the 


result of a force continually applied 
from without, molded by life. 

“In the same way the drama, the 
living organism of scene and players, 
is the visible result, the visible effect 
of the storm of irresistible energy 
summoned by the dramatist who 
deals with powers of which he has no 
conception. 

“A setting is, first of all, a boundary 
or cutting off of a part of living ether 
in which the players move, from 
which they draw their life—living 
space, living ether, a living dream. 

“This,” said Mr. Jones, “is the real 
illusion against which nobody is 
proof. When author, artist, producer 
and players all dream one dream— 
the dream of life, the dream of the 
audience. 

“The articles of furniture, the 
walls, the bodies of the players are 
only the facts of the drama—only the 
outline. The truth is in everything 
but these objects. It is in the space 
they define and limit, the real vital 
creation. 

“Good actors who express char- 
acter well define character just as 
the pine on the dunes defines the 
storms that bend it. 

“A play is a drama come true, ‘the 
realization of every member of the 
audience; and the hero embodies in 
his person the personal dream of the 
spectator. 

“T like to apply my art in the the- 
ater because it is dealing with living 
people, human beings, and has a 
sense of life which I miss in the other 
forms of art. 

“I. am interested in something 
really of the theater, not in scenery 
as scenery. I don’t think it makes 
any difference what scenery looks 
like in your eyes. I want to go into 
the theater and feel a sense of large- 
ness and nobility and power and 
peace in everything about the play 
and the scenery. 

“If the theater is anything at all, 
it’s a temple. If it isn’t that, it isn’t 
anything. If you let a theater be 
itself, that’s what it is. 

“Why don’t a dramatist come into 
an empty theater once in a while and 
see what he could do? 

“Tf my work is done as it should 
be you would get the sense of exalta- 


tion. I don’t consider drama a copy 
of life at all. I think it’s a vision of 
life. Certainly ‘The Wild Duck’ is not 


a copy of life. 

“When working on scenery designs 
I try to imagine myself the dramatist 
who wrote the manuscript: and, in 
order to make the scenery look like 
the lines, I put myself in his same 
state of mind—at least I hope I do— 
and that the result will be as the 
man who wrote the play felt that it 
should.” 

While talking on the subject of his 
work Mr. Jones impresses one with 
his deep and earnest sincerity, and, 
despite the adoration of an enthu- 
siastic public, his unaffected modesty 
is delightful. 

An interruption—to request that 
Mr. Jones pose in a group of famous 
men for the motion picture—which, 
by the way, he declined to do. 

“T don’t want publicity—I want to 
speak thru my work,” he said. 

“Born on a farm, I am a simple 
man. I have been both poor and ill. 
I don’t think I shall ever be poor 
again.” (Here Mr. Jones knocked 
the wooden arm of an old carved 
chair.) “I am not a ‘poseur.’ It is 
not I, Jones, who is admired, but my 
work,” said the distinguished de- 
signer. 

“Richard III.,.” “The Jest,” and 
“Redemption” for Arthur Hopkins 
and “The Birthday of the Infanta” 
for the Chicago Opera Company are 
among his fine productions. 

Mr. Jones is thirty-three years old.

is forgiven for piaying the ukelele because he plays it only once, and that once with 
agreeable unobtrusiveness. Then there is Vivienne Oakland, who has a face of serene 
and genuine (not stage) beauty, a manner of quiet confidence, and a simplicity of 
manner that is almost unnatural in one so lovely looking. Miss Oakland is another 
product of the vaudeville theaters, where she once did an act with her sister. Due 
to the fact, perhaps, that she has been accustomed to working with a partner her solo 
specialties and numbers with the chorus are not more effective, but in the ‘‘I'd Like To 
Take You Away’’ song with Mr. Crumit she is unaffectedly charming, perfectly sure 
of herself in the nicest way and gives, as variety artistes ever do on the musical comedy 
or the dramatic stage, constant proof of the fact that there is no training like that of 
the vaudeville theater for developing personality, initiative and confident craftsman- 
ship. The other preservatives of the cast are the clear, sweet voice of Josephine 
Whittell, who wears clothes that are a crime against both beauty and taste, and the 
well-nigh perfect dancing of the girl in the Grant and Wing team. Miss Grant or 
Miss Wing is a dangerous competitor of the season's dancing stars and, altho prac- 
tically unknown and quite unheralded, even now outdances and outgraces and out- 
vitalizes most of them, 

Eddie Garvie, hero of a hundred successes, knows “‘Retty, Be Good” is guilty, and 
can not keep it out of his face. There is also a young gentleman who must be the 
most beautiful brunet brute of Fort Lee. Such pulebritude ean be found in no other 
zone, and no where else is party pronounced ‘‘pawty’’ and apartment ‘“‘apawtment.”’ 
‘Keep the Love Lamp Burning” is the piece de resistance of the entertainment, and {is 
dragged in whenever things get too terrible. Which reminds us of the old variety 
team in the good old illustrated song days, who had a life preserver in their reper- 
toire in the form of a ballad, *“*The Man With the Ladder and the Hose.”

1 wonld say, from 
my proctical knowle¢ce and experience with 
firearme in the West, thirty years ago, the 
weapons to he used should be confined to 
rfies of 41-raliber, ond revolvers of 44 or 45- 
caliber. These calibers were used by sheriffs, 
marshals, cowhors, ranchers, ete. With re- 
volver, I woulda enggest firing six shots at 50 
pards. #ix shot« at 12 rearis, rapid fire. With 
rife. the distence to be determined and not 
less thin 1 varts. Open sights only to be 
used. Contestant, also to be permitted te g've 
an exhibition of rife and revolver shooting in 
any way dcsire’. I would say the ammunition 
be furniehed by the mansgement dnd delivered 
to the shooter in unbroken boxes, in order to 
prevent ‘Ake’ cartrdges being used. I would 
eugyest the elimination of all small-caliber 
rifles and revelvers, os they were not of prac- 
tical use in the West in the past.”

ORDER YOUR RESERVATIONS NOW IS ADVICE OF HENRY LUSTIG 
SAM BULLOCK PAYS FLYING VISIT TO NEW YORK AND GIVES SHORT INTERVIEW 


Sam Bullock, of Cleveland, 0., the temporary 


secretary of the Motion Picture Theater Owners 
of America, came to New Yorks on Tuesday to 
consult with exbibitor Triende in this city on 


Yerious matters relating to the coming Cleveland 
convention, June § to I1. 

Mr. Bullock, who is one of the best known 
orgenization war horses in the exhibitors’ 
ranke, wes bostling with activity and some- 
what everse to an interview. He was willing 
to say. however, that Cleveland would see a 
rea] exhibitors’ convention, “It will be big 
and real both,”’ said Sam to the interviewer. 
“I am pot going into the whole subject, because 
that would keep me from attending to impor- 
tant and pressing business, but I will say this: 
One of the vital questions that we will take 
up at Cleveland will be the control of all ad- 
vertising that seeks the publicity of our screens. 
Cleveland and other cities have demonstrated 
beyond all doubt that the revenue from legiti- 
mate screen advertising is more than ample to 
france exhibitor organizetions. The conven- 
tion at Cleveland wil! cationalize the plan which 
originated in Cieveland and Pittsburg. We do 
not ask members to display slides or reels if 
they prefer to pay cash dues. By capitalizing 
the publicity walue of our screens, either by 
means of slides or reels, we will build up a 
national organization which will do things. This 
Cleveland convention is being called on the 
biggest and most democratic basis conceivable. 
Eve.y bona fide exhibitor in the country is wel- 
come. We want to make it plain that exhibitors 
with open or secret producer affiliations will not 
be welcome, The convention will make it its 
business to exclude a producers’ lobby no mat- 
ter bow it may disguise itself." 

Mr. Bullock expects to stay in 
@ few days and will make a side 
Jersey. 

According to Henry H, Lustig, president of 
the Cleveland Motion Picture Exhibitors’ 
league, it will be the part of wisdom for every 
motion picture theater owner who intends to 
come to the big national convention at Cleve-

reservations Without delay. Mr. Lustig, who 
is an ex~<itliclo member of the committee en- 
trusted with securing accommodations for the 


visiting delegates, that they are doing 
ali they can to get comfortable and reasonable 
quarters for every exhibitor. In view of the 
increasing number of applications exhibitors 
will avoid much inconvenience and annoyance by 
getting in touch with the Cleveland committee 
by mai), or preferably by wire. 

Said Mr. Lustig: ‘We want every delegate to 
enjoy the hospitality of Cleveland and take 
away the most pleasant recollections. There- 
fore I say let the boys hurry up, and we will 
do our share.” 


The enthusiasm which pervades all exhibiting 
ranks everywhere for the Cleveland convention 
broke out in demonstrative fashion at a meeting 
of exhibitors held last Friday in Philadelphia. 
The meeting had been called by the officials of 
the Philadelphia organization, of which Albert 
3. Fisber is president and C. H, Goodwin secre- 
tery. The meeting was held in the forenoon 
in the Chamber of Commerce rooms in the 
‘Widener Building. A special invitation had 
been issued to Sydney 8S. Cohen, president of 
the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ League of the 
State of New York, to address the gathering. 
There were close to 100 exhibitors in attend- 
ance. These represented about 200 theaters in 
Southern New Jersey, Delaware and WPastern 
Pennsylvania. The exhibitors present gave Mr. 
@Waben a rousing reception, and he was called 
upon for some remarks. In response to the 
request Mr. Coben stated that he could think 
of no better investment for any exhibitor at 
thie time than the spending of car fare to go 
to Cleveland June 6 to 11. ‘““‘Thie ig the 
psychological moment,” said Mr. Cohen, “‘for 
the exhibiters to assert their power. There is 
me more delightful city than Cleveland in the 
early part of June, I hope that Pennsylvania

He was repeatedly interrupted by cordial ap- 
plause, After the meeting arrangements were 
made to get in touch with the exhibitors of 
Western Pennsylvania, and if feasible to have 
the delegates of the entire State arrive in the 
convention city at the same time.

A MOTION PICTURE COURSE IN 
BIOLOGY 


Dr. Ernest L. Crandall, superintendent of 
lectures in the New York City schools, made 
an important announcement recently. He told 
of the work of a committee appointed by him 


to look into the feasibility of providing mo- 
tion pictures to accompany every stage of the 
high school course in biology. The committee 
had found approximately half the film material 
already existent, but that the co-operation of 
the distributing companies would have to be 
obtained in order to assemble it, as most of it 
was widely scattered in news and educational 
reels designed to offer varied entertainment in 
the theaters, The rest of the material would 
have to be especially made. This, however, it 
was anticipated, would be accomplished, as 
the members of the film industry approached 
expressed their willingness to produce such 
material in responsé to a definite call for its 
production along lines approved by educators, 
so that a market among schools would be as- 
sured for film of this character, 


WAS IT A FALSE ALARM? 


The French decree against the importation of 
motion picture films from America will not 
be ‘‘a restriction against laughter and enjoy- 
ment,’’ as some of the Parivians thought. The 
Mepartment of Commerce has received a cable- 
gram from its Paris office to the effect that 
the ban is only against the raw stock. There 
Was some doubt abont just what the order 
did mean, as it specified “sensitized cinema 
élm,”’ and the Department of Commerce asked 
for further information. The order will in no 
way affect the exportation of American-made 
pictures.

ON THE DOINGS OF THE DAY 


THE COMING EVENT AT CLEVE- 
LAND 

If you own a motion picture theater 
anywhere in the United States, and if 
you wish to keep it in your possession 
and build it up, The Billboard advises 
you to attend the big exhibitors’ con- 
vention, to be held from June 8 to 11 in 
the city of Cleveland. From what we 
see and hear every day we believe that 
this convention in Cleveland will make 
history. It will be conducted from start 
to finish by exhibitors and for exhib- 
itors. From what we can hear there 
will be little chance for a producer's 
lobby, no matter how cleverly dis- 
guised. 


WHY WE ARE INTERESTED 


The Billboard has consistently fought 
the battle of the exhibitor, not in a 
spirit of unreasoning partisanship, but 
from a profound and sincere convic- 
tion that a prosperous and INDE- 
PENDENT EXHIBITOR is the best 
foundation for the future prosper- 
ity of the motion picture industry. The 
flood of poor and mediocre pictures 
with which so many producer-distrib- 
utors deluge the screen can be stemmed 
only by a strong body of exhibitors 
who can resist the pressure of the dis- 
tributing machinery. There have been 
efforts at national organization of ex- 
hibitors before, but they have failed 
generally because of self-seeking and 


incompetent leaders. Men whose one 
object in life seems to be to stab their 
friends in the back have played the 
leading parts. Some of them have filled 
their pockets with money obtained 
from organizations by  burgilarious 
methods. This kind of “leader” will 
not be tolerated at Cleveland. Men 
with vision and men of honest purposes 
will be in command unless all signs 
fail. 


WHAT CONSTITUTES A FEATURE? 


For more than a year I have been 
watching the programs at the big 
Broadway motion picture theaters with 
painstaking care, and naturally I have 
learned a little. One thing has become 
clear to me: It is not always the film 
that is labeled the feature which holds 
the crowd. Time and again I have 
watched how an audience rejected a 
feature and gave its enthusiastic ap- 
proval to a film of short length, but of 
freat excellence. At the Rivoli these 
past two weeks it was a scenic film 
that brought the crowds and won their 
forgiveness for rather ordinary dra- 
matic features. The curious part of it 
all is the fact that the bookers and 
managers of these theaters still have 
their doubts about putting on these 
subjects for fear of going over the 
heads of their audiences. How often 
these bookers clog the progress of 
the motion picture as a progressive in- 
stitution of entertainment. 


GETTING AFTER PA. CENSORS 


Governor Sproul Is Interested 


Garrisburg; Pa., May 14.—Motion picture men 
are much encouraged with the plans that are 
now being cemsidered for the advancement of 
the interests of the motion picture industry in 
Peansylvania. Hecent announcement of 
ernor Sproul that be will investigate certain 
complaints fled with him by the nation’s lead- 
ing motion picture men has proved to be of 
especial interest to the makers of motion pic- 
tures and the exhibitors thereof. 

Arbitrary rulings of the State Board of Cen- 
sors, many of them alleged to have been made 
with little if any reason, have long been a sre 
epot in the American motion picture industry, 
according to the claims of the manufacturers, 
distributors and exhibitors. Complaints against 
these rulings were recently filed with the Gor- 
erbor, and his promive to investigate is viewed 
with the feeling that conditions cannot be made 
worse, and there are strong possibilities that 
they will be bettered. 

With a view to getting the matter before 
Pennsylvania's chief executive several of the 
nation’s leading motion picture men called on 
the Governor recently. Included in this com- 
mittee were Daniel Frokman, Datid W. Griffith 
and A, Leo Feist, of New York City, and Morris 
Wolf, of Philadetphia. 

Propositions invoiving changes in regulations 
relative to the State Board of Censors and 
various other ideas of the exhibitors were dis 
cussed in detail. This conference is the first of 
the kind to be held and is entirely different 
from the hearing given to Pennsylvania pro 
ducers and otbere last year when the qnestion 
of removing the headquarters from Philadelphia 
to this city was under discussion. 

The committee of motion picture men was 
decidedly pleased with the reception given 
them by Governor William C. Sproul, and the 
courteous manner in which he announced his 
willingness to consider the merits of the com- 
plaint of the producers against the alleged ar- 
bitrary rulings of the Board of Censors. 

The Censors in Pennsylvania have long earned 
the disapproval of the motion picture industry 
oy their alleged indiscriminate rulings. many 
of which did much to destroy the value of 
films. There is little if any reason for most of 
their rulings, the producers affirm.

Washington, D. C., May 13.—A new motion 
Picture film showing the eradication campaign 
a few years ago against the pink bollworm of 
cotton on the Gulf Coast af Texas, and opply- 
ing it to the Lou'siana and Texas regions new- 
ly infested by this dangerous pest, has been 
completed by the United States Department of 
Agriculture and is offered for showing by 
county agents, agricultural workers and all 
others interested In driving out the Insect. Only 
a tim'ted nomber of copies of tim film are 
available, and engagements for these coples 
will be made with the object of reaching the 
greatest number of people. The film is abont 
a thousand feet tong and requires about fifteen 
minutes for projection. Requests for the film, 
which is known as “Cotton's Worst Mnemy, the 
Pink Bollworm,” should be sent preferably thru 
sounty sgents or State agricultural officials, 
bat may be sent direct Dy responsible porsons 
to the Department of Agriculture, The de- 
partment also has made arrangements whereby 
copies of the film may be purcimsed by persons 
or agencies wishing to use the picture in tho 
campaign against the boliworm,

It just moves along in the conventional wary, 
neither the character of the good girl—who 
is extremely saccharine—nor that of the a/lven- 
turess attrecting much sympathy. The med- 
dling interference of the bridgroom’s relatives 
was so weakly presented as to leck conviction, 
Miss Hammerstein is better qualified for the 
spirited role of Leontine, her youth and beauty 
having a peculiar dash of Its own.

Dr. Gardner, 2 kindly physician, attends a 
poor patient, the child of Robert Stoddard, 
who is greatly bewildered by his efforts to 
take care of his little boy and girl since the 
mother’s death. Driven to desperate straits to 
earn a living, he, nevertheless, refuses to sell 
his child when an offer is made. The little 
girl suffering from scarlet fever, her brother 
is ordered quarantined, and the doctor takes 
him to his home over night. The hanghty 
mother of his young wife is attracted by the 
boy, learns his name and realizes that he is 
her grandson. ‘Her first marriage having been 
kept secret from her wealthy husband, as well 
as the existence of @ son. She confides her 
secret to the doctor’s young wife, and the 
Women try to succor the poor father whom 
sorrow has almost overwhelmed. The long- 
estranged mother and son meet, but jealousy 
and suspicion now haunt the doctor’s mind, 
and he believes that his wife is infatuated 
with Stoddard. But the father-in-law, who is 
also landlord of the poor tenements, visits his 
property and is attacked by a dissatisfied 
tenant. Robert comes to his rescue, and re- 
ceives a wound from the assailant’s knife. His 
parentage is then revealed and the doctor and 
wife are reconciled, while Robert’s mother is 
forgiven her enforced deception by the wealthy 
landlord, who also promises to make amends 
to his tenants, so that poverty will not drive 
them to offer a child for sale. 


THE CRITICAL: X-RAY 

Some excellent ideas illuminate certain pas- 
sages of this picture, and had the author clung 
closer to the central theme the interest would 
have been greater. The sequences are fre- 
quently jerky, skipping from one incident to 
another without making any deep impression, 
thus leaving the spectator in an indifferent 
frame of mind. A general reversal occurs in 
this picture, utilizing a struggling father for 
the pivotal point instead of the usual dis- 
traught mother and her infant babies. 

Creighton Hale seems miserable enongh as 
the poor father. Sympathy was not excited 
for his role. No definite love interest was 
shown, which militated against the sentimental 
value of the film. The hero proposing to the 
nurse at the last flash must have been an 
after thought of the director, for there was no 
evidence of love making on the part of the 
hero. Details were not carefully scrutinized 
by the director. A physician never sits on the

First, a 
Duke—even an absentminded one—dves not 
marry offhand the daughter of a common pub- 
house frequenter. And English ladies are too 
well-bred to insult their brother's wife in 
public. And the girl supposed to have a little 
intelligence would not submit to the abuse of 
her father and mother, nor tolerate their 
narrow-minded sense of purity. Tad the action 
been placed in a puritanical New England vil- 
lage their argument would have carried weight. 
Anyone who knows Londen would laugh at 
the scruples of this hypocritical couple. 

The titles also were made unpleasant by 
their common tone: the heroine saying, ‘I love 
you so it hurts like hell,’’ will never win sym- 
pathy from the average audience. It seems a 
pity that the talents of Blanche Sweet should 
be wasted upen this inferior offering.

Later, when 
Geneive, who has been nicknamed ‘Ginger’ by 
her schoolmates, returns home for a vacation 
she meets the crooks, who persuade her to 
carry the’ satchels of loot to her country home, 
Unsuspecting, she does so, and, finding the

sapheaded youthfulness has riled her to seek 
revenge. She appears at her home dressed as 
4 vamp and horrifies the servants. She tells 
them all that she has a ‘“‘wicked past.” Later 
when her father returns she is confronted with 
the theft of the jewels, but the mystery is 
cleared up when the crooks, coming to claim 
the stuff, are detected by the police and arrested. 
Ginger, freed of her nonsense, promises to be 
good. 
THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

Devoid of plot or substance, the story will, 
nevertheless, hold attention by reason of the 
delicious nonsense and humorous pranks In- 
dulged in by the youthful heroine, whose cagtles 
in the air assume laughable proportions. There 
is a buoyancy about the action and a charm in 
the work of the dimpled, roguish star that will 
appeal to old and young alike. Many laughs are 
incorporated in the subtit'es, and there is a 
freshness and spontaneity aboat tae sitnations 
that do not require Irematic action to register, 

The opening scenes preseat some realistic 
views of heavy snow in tbe wooded country, 
where sleighing and skiing form the regular 
sport. Later many intimate scenes of the se- 
lect boarding school reveal dainty little Mappers 
in negligee, with laughter never failing to en- 
liven the situation. 'n fact, the picture 1s so 
ingenuous that it would be a pessimist indeed 
who could not find amusement i. the diversified 
story. 

There is only one slip that strikes the be- 
holder as incongruous, and that ix when the 
crooks walk into the Senator's home without 
ringing for admittance. Otherwise the direction

“When a manager telegraphs a booking 
agent to send him such and such an actor,” 
said Mr. Keyes, ‘“‘we will assume that the 
bmoking agent does the very best he can, but 
be will send somebody anyway and that per- 
an may be totally unfitted for the place. The 
manager is responsible for the railroad fare 
for such artist both ways between Chicago and 
where the show is playing and for two weeka’ 
salary. If the wrong person is sent this all 
means jJuet se much losg to the manager. With 
the Equity Aeseciation doing the booking itself 
the closest possible watch will be kept on 
this particular feature. If an imposition oc- 
curs the Equity will reimburse the manager in 
full." 

Mr. Keyes also said that the manager who 
doevn't pay bis salaries promptly will be forced 
to change his sysetem of bookkeeping if he stays 
in business.

The 
commission the manager must pay the Equity 
personally on his opening date and deduct five 
per cent a week from the actor's salary for 
fve weeks, All profits from the agency will 
revert back to the Equity funds, and the actor 
is, in a broad measure, working for himself.”

The FPmerson Cmnmittee yesterday issued the 
¢ollowing bulletin: 

“An attempt on the part of Wilton Lackare’s 
supporters to win the Actors’ Pquity election 
by using the offices of the sasociation to send 
out a fake ballot, printed so os to resemble the 
ofticin] Dallet, was discovered last night. The 
Wilton Lackaye Committee sent one of these 
ballots, which containal only the names of 
their own candidates, to every Equity member 
in the country, together with a stamped envel- 
ope am! a reqvest that the ballot be returned 
imovchately, . 

“Mr. William J. Kelly, Mr. Tackaye’s cam- 
paign manager, secured permission to use the 
Fanity office force in sending out his campaign 
literature. but refused to divulge the nature of 
thia literature: and after the matter had been 
mailed it was discovered that the spurious 
ballot had been enclosed. Since a larce pro- 
portion of Equity members are ecattered thru- 
out the country and are out of touch with the 
situation in New York City, they are warned 
not to send in this fake ballot but to wait for 
the official ballot containing both tickets, which 
will reach them within a day or two. 

“On the spurious Lackaye ballot appears the 
names of a number of Equity members who 
have withdrawn as Tackaye supporters, but who 
are. nevertheless, posted as candidates on the 
independent ticket These members, whose 
names were used br the Lackaye Committee, 
deopite the fact that they are supporters of 
the reenlar ticket headed by John Emerson 
and Ethel Barrrmore. are: Elsie Ferguson, 
Marjorie Rambean, William Courtenay, Charles 
Cherry and H. B. Warner.”’ 

Last Tuesday a committee of Lackaye sup- 
porters went to Equity TMeadquarters and pre- 
sented the following protest against Emerson's 
nomination to the Executive Connell:

He is now a motion picture director, with 
power to employ actors and actresses and dis- 
charge actors, actresses and directors; to pass 
vpon their salaries and to procure and give 
them engagements and determine the same, 


STATEMENT OF THE LAW 

In Article V of the Constitution and By-Laws 
of the Actors’ Equity Association it states: 

‘Section 1. Any member who shall be in 
any wise indebted to the Association, or WHO 
SHALL CEASE TO BE AN ACTOR, may, in 
the discretion of the Council, be either cen- 
sured. suspended, expelled from membership, or 
such membership may be otherwise terminated, 
or his resignation may be requested, or he may 
be fined, or otherwise punished.”* 

Thie clearly means that any person who 
shall ‘‘cease to be an actor forfeits his rights 
in the Association, as it gives the Council 
power to even EXPEL HIM from membership, 
or suspend him, or terminate his membership 
or otherwise punish."’ 

This clearly shows that such ‘‘ceasing to be 
an actor’ renders the member amenable to 
punitive action by the Council. And “ceasing 
to be an actor,”’ as set forth. ie a reason for 
expulsion or termination of membership. 

Thies section, tho badly drafted, indubitably 
implies that a member who has ‘‘ceased to be 
an actor’ is not in good standing, and no 
member not in good standing can be nominated 
or elected to any position in an association, for 
Section 1, Article V, places a man who has 
ceased to be an actor on the same plane as & 
man who is ‘‘indebted to the Association or 
any member who shall be guilty of any act.” 
ete. 

Where the Constitution and By-Laws are 
silent, common and statute law will prevail, 
and under both the common and statute laws 
it is impossible to elect to any office in any 
association a person who is not in good stand- 
ing in that association, unless it is specifically 
set forth in the constitution and by-laws, which 
is not so in the case at bar. 

Further, we should have the absurdity, if 
Mr. Emerson were elected President of thie As- 
sociation of the President being completely 
under the dominance and governance of the 
Council. For at any moment the Council conld 
enspend him. expel him from membershin or 
otherwise punish him: and as the Constitution 
in Article IIT. Section 2, states—‘*The Presi- 
dent shall be the first executive officer of the 
Aseociation’’—there is no need to further labor 
this abscuridity. 

We therefore beg the Counctl. under the Con- 
stitution and By-Laws, to declare the nomina- 


tion of Mr. John Emerton invalid and illegal 
because he has ‘‘ceased to be an actor.’’ and 
that a certified copy of your decision and the 
minutes of your meeting making that decision 
be handed to us, stating who were present and 
who voted at such meeting; and we respectfully 
suggest to the Council that it will be illegal 
for either Mr. Emerson or any of his Campaign 
Committee, official or unofficial, paid or unpaid. 
to either take part in the discussion on this 
protest or vote on same,
